PPARBNTLY it was ki'own that 


something was going to happen 
last night, for the councilmen 


wwe out in force when the meeting was 
called to order by Mayor Turrittin. 
Matters that were to be brought before 
the meeting also caused a larger num- 
ber of spectators to be in attendance. 


After disposing of the minutes and 


a few minor matters Chief Leeper ad- 
dressed the meeting, entering a com 
plaint against a nuisance. This acted 
upon, he made the charge quoted at the 
head of this article. 
He said: 


"On coming to the office this eve- 


ning I was Informed by a business man 
that one of our officers held up and 
robbed a man . of $60, and that I am 
trying to square it. 
The story was 


told over a bar in this city. 
I want 


the council to investigate this matter 
and find out if the city's officers are 
stealing money." 


All at once the spectators became i n - 


terested and for the next few moments 
the meeting room was us quiet as 
a 


churchyard. 


Mayor Turrittin broke the spell by 


approving the suggestion made by Mr 
Leeper. 
At this point 
Councilman 


Koppe moved that the matter be in- 
vestigated at once. 
Councilman Wil- 


son seconded the motion, which-, was 
unanimously carried. 


In reply to the question as to who 


informed him that Officer Tatum v,as 
accused of such, a grave crime, Chisf 
Leeper said he was 
told 
by Fred 


Strassburg and Jake Cohen. 


Mr. Strassburg was present in 
the 


courtroom. 
He was sworn as a wit- 


ness and asked to tell what he knew 
of the matter. 
Mr. Strassburg's state- 


ment was as tollows. 


"Today about 3 o'clock, that is, this 


afternoon, Mr. Cohen and myself went 
to the Monarch saloon and had a drink 
—a glass of beer. 
Mr. Cohn, of Cohn

charge was made by Chief Leeper. 
Mayor Turrittin immediately ap- 


proved of the demand made by Mr. Leeper and asked for an opinion 
from the other members present. 
Councilman Koppe made a motion 


that a hearing of the charge be instituted immediately. Councilman Wil 
son seconded the motion and i't was carried unanimously. 


Will Murray said: 


" 'Why, talk about your policemen,
